A terrifying day in New York. A firebomb explodes in a crowded subway car 
- no deaths. More tonight on the Tylenol warning. Even small doses over a 
long period can be a risk. And the wolf comes back to the west. What’s the 
lesson from living with wolves up north? 

From NBC News, this is NBS Nightly News with Tom Brokaw. 

Good evening. Life in New York City is always exciting. It can be hard and 
it’s sometimes dangerous. Well today, the emphasis was on danger, when an 
incendiary device exploded in a crowded subway car. For a time, there were 
reports of a second bomb and at least one death. 


But when the smoke cleared, no second bomb, no one dead, but many injured, 
many questions, and more chaos than usual in a crowded city. Here’s NBC’s 
(Rahama Ellis). 

The firebomb went off in the sixth car of a New York City subway train that 
had just stopped in Lower Manhattan, at the Fulton Street Station, near Wall 
Street, a stop used by an average of 50,000 people a day. Hundreds of 
passengers ran out of the train in a panic, leaving their personal belongings 
behind.

At least 37 people were injured, three critically. Police are questioning one 
passenger who was burned, but refused treatment.

It was back to normal for the President today, despite three separate incidents 
of gunfire recently outside the White House grounds. His morning jog took 
him through a Washington public park along the Potomac River. Yesterday’s 
shooting by US Park Police of a homeless man with a knife has not brought 
about any visible increase in security around the White House, though at least 
one senior official here expressed concern over a current climate of uneasiness 
because of recent events. A senior official said the President was interested in 
the details of yesterday’s shooting, and is concerned about the random nature 
of violence, and protecting what Mr. Clinton called “the people’s house.” The 
White House is expressing confidence in the ability of the Secret Service to 
protect the President, while again denying that yesterday’s incident had 
anything to do with him. But security concerns at the White House have now 
spread to the Capitol, specifically...

The new study shows that overuse or prolonged use can be hazardous to your 
health. NBC science correspondent, (Robert Biselm).

The researchers say it need not concern people who take the drugs for an 
occasional headache or cold.

The 
manufacturers of Tylenol urged caution in reacting to this latest study. 

This report does nothing to alter the remarkable safety profile of Tylenol, and 
should not discourage anyone from using it. 

The Johns Hopkins researchers estimate that 8% to 10% of the 50,000 new 
cases of kidney failure a year, are caused by heavy acetaminophen use. 
Tylenol bottles already carry a warning, saying people should not take the 
drug for long periods. Public health officials say consumers should know that 
many drugs sold over the counter have side effects, especially if they’re taken 
for a long time. (Robert Biselm), NBC News, San Francisco. 


There is encouraging news tonight on the commuter airline front. NBC News 
has learned that those ATR aircraft, grounded during icy weather, could be 
flying again in the northern part of the country before very long. NBC’s 
(Robert Hagar) has more from Washington.

We’re taken in by the entertainment value, and then it becomes very easy to 
switch over and say, “Oh, gee, I really need that. That’s really, urn, something 
that I could use.” 

I think a lot of the national advertisers have finally, uh, realized that a half- 
hour infomercial is a powerful form of communication to potential consumers. 
You can give them a lot more information in 30 minutes than you can in 30 
seconds. 

And not just information about products. Sometimes consumers are looking to 
improve themselves. (Barbara De Angelis), who this year sold $24 million 
worth of books and tapes about relationships, was a big winner at the most 
recent infomercial convention. She got three NEMA’s, the infomercial 
equivalent of the Oscar. 

You know, infomercials were kind of laughed at by legitimate business years 
ago. When they found how much money could be made, when they saw that 
little fly-by-night companies from the Midwest were making $50, $100 
million a year... 


...on a little tiny infomercial, I think their eyes opened a little bit. 

Infomercial producers concede their industry still has a bit of a sleazy image. 
That wasn’t helped much earlier this month when the reading program, 
Hooked on Phonics, an avid user of infomercials, was cited by the Federal 
government for deceptive advertising practices. 
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And I usually do that like two or three times a week. 

(Carmen Cada) of Los Angeles, confesses she’s hooked on infomercials. So 
far she’s bought about $2000 worth of the gadgets and services they advertise 
on TV. 

I bought a juice machine. I bought, urn, self improvement tapes. I’ve bought 
an exercise tape.

(Carmen) is one of the estimated 10 million Americans who are TV shoppers. 

The one thing about infomercials is you don’t have to get dressed, you don’t 
have to go to the mall, you don’t have to find a parking space.

They are changing the face of advertising in this country, making it easier than 
ever for shoppers to give in to their impulses, but the old warning, “Let the 
buyer beware’’ applies more than ever in the age of the infomercial.

But as NBC’s (Roger O’Neal) tells us tonight, in Minnesota, life with the 
wolf goes on. 

On a frozen lake in Minnesota, a pack of timber wolves have some fun. 

They’re all kind of out feeling around now. There’s at least five of them. 

The picture doesn’t fit the image of the big bad wolf, a picture painted by the 
ranchers in the west, opposed to the reintroduction of wolves. 

Okay. They’ll line out single file. 

In the northern third of Minnesota, where more than... 


...2000 wolves roam, there is general acceptance of the animal. 

We work with hundreds of these animals up close, on the ground, and if 
people have fears about wolves, uh, primarily based on ignorance... 

Like the west, the government tried to exterminate wolves in this part of the 
country too. But here, with thousands of lakes and thick forest, the animals 
managed to escape government bounty hunters, and their continued presence 
in these north woods is the main reason why Minnesotans are so much more 
tolerant of wolves today. But as wolf numbers have grown, so has the territory 
they hunt in, and the problems they cause. Cows, sheep, and turkey losses are 
up, although still less than 1% of all farm animals. And a program to 
reimburse farmers for losses has in the last 14 years nearly quadrupled to 
$32,000 last year. 

Yeah, and they’re hunters. They know how to kill. 

(Julian Broznowski) says he’s lost 75 cows and calves to wolves. 

Deer may be a favorite, but cows are a lot easier to catch in a fence. 
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And, you know, once they get a taste of it, they’re gonna keep on. 

But (Broznowski) doesn’t want the wolf eliminated. He wants better control, 
and that’s the other piece of the puzzle to public tolerance of the animal. 

The wolf has survived in Minnesota largely because we have been able to 
destroy the wolf when it has caused problems. 

800 wolves have been killed since 1977, but scientists admit now there are too 
many timber wolves in Minnesota’s woods, and the delicate balance that 
exists between wolves and man could be in jeopardy if there isn’t more 
control.

An early morning fire in Duluth’s downtown destroys businesses, and dreams 
for a profitable Christmas for some store owners. Good evening, one of the 
largest fires to hit Duluth’s downtown business district - district has severely 
damaged or destroyed several stores. More than 20 firefighters were called to 
the Brass - the Phoenix building at the corner of 4th Avenue West and 
Superior Street earlier this morning. Smoke and flames shot out of the two- 
story building. Traffic was roped off for several blocks. Inside, one firefighter 
was shot in the face with a blast of water from one of the hoses. He has since 
been treated and released from St. Luke’s Hospital. 


Smoke still fills the downtown area. Crews are now cleaning up the rubble 
that was once the Phoenix building. (Molly McMillan) is at the scene, and she 
joins us now with more details, (Molly)? 

Well, (David), the Phoenix building houses several different businesses in the 
downtown business district, You can see Sylvester’s Bargain Emporium here, 
there isn’t much left but smoke stains on the roof, broken glass and burnt 
merchandise. The fire started in the back corner of the building near the alley 
on that side. It took hours for fire crews to get the fire under control. They 
have since left the scene, uh, but now the construction crews are just kind of 
cleaning it up. Meanwhile, business owners have been in and out of their 
stores, surveying the damage. Damage they say is so severe, their dreams of a 
holiday booming business literally went up in smoke today. 

You know, now we’re gonna lose everything, you know, jobs. It’s - it hits you 
right in the heart. You don’t know what to do. 

(Janet Havdol) was on her way to work at 5:00 this morning, when a police 
officer stopped her and told her she... 


...couldn’t park anywhere near downtown. That’s when she learned the 
Phoenix building was on fire, just a few stores away from where she worked. 

I was coming to work, and they wouldn’t let me on Superior Street, not even 
park. And I - so I watched the fire for awhile. Then I called my boss, and he 
said he’d be down shortly. And then within 45 minutes later, the flames were 
just giant. 
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As fire crews battled the blaze, onlookers stood watching on the sidewalk, and 
store owners peered through smoke-covered windows, wondering what would 
happen to all of those years they had worked so hard to make successful. 

Real frustrating. This is the busiest week, and I called my boss and he showed 
up - we couldn’t do anything. You know, you’re just hoping the fire wouldn’t 
spread. 

Now, (David) a lot of people have come downtown here to purchase their gifts 
for Christmas, and what we’re hearing is that some of those things have been 
salvageable. A temporary store has been set up at... 


...104 West Superior Street. Some business owners were able to keep some of 
those items, and have set up that store so that people can come pick those 
things up. Reporting live from downtown Duluth, I’m (Molly McMillan), 
back to you. 

(Molly), is the building structurally intact? Uh, can you get an idea from 
looking at it if it might be able to be, uh, saved and the stores go back in there 
at some point? 

Well, earlier in the day, before even more of this damage had been done, fire 
officials had said it w'as a total loss, and, uh, that’s - that’s what we were - we 
were hearing earlier this morning. Uh, there’s also - the latest word is that they 
will not know for many months what the cause of this fire was because the 
damage was so severe. So the answer to your question 1 guess is it is a total 
loss, from what we’re hearing on this end. Back to you. 

(Molly), are they looking into the possibility of arson on this? 

Well, arson is - is usually never ruled out this early when there is a fire such as 
this one. Urn, but - but like 1 said, the damage is so severe they say it will take 
months before they know, but we’ll be keeping, uh, a word on that, uh, in 
touch with the fire officials on this story, and we’ll have that information as 
soon as we have it.

(Bob Sanders) in Palo, lots of sunshine, a little fog this morning, 32 right 
now. And at Iron River there, it’s 38 degrees. 1 tell you, (Merv Lindolav) is 
someone who really gets into the Christmas spirit, he’s enjoying this weather, 
and most of the weather watchers commented that if 1 can keep this up, 
they’re gonna give me some sort of little gold star to carry around for myself. 
They like this warm weather. 33 degrees, (Danny Stever) in Montreal. There 
are a few though, who would like some of the cooler stuff so they can go out 
snowmobiling. (Jan Favriflood) with 32 degrees, (John Howland), 
Hackensack, said it’s gorgeous, 34 degrees. They were up into the 40’s today. 
Here is how we did in the Twin Forks - 33 degrees, well, we weren’t so... 
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...gorgeous. Well, I can’t say that because the fog fanciers will write in. It was 
gorgeous for people who really enjoy fog. For the rest of the world, well, it 
wasn’t so nice. 33 for a high, low of 25. Skies currently foggy. Winds out of 
the southwest at 15. Humidity 92%. The dew point is 31 and the barometer is 
30.15 and steady. Well, today’s the winter solstice, everyone. Only eight 
hours and 32 minutes of sunshine today in spots where the sun made it out. 
Winter officially begins just a little over two hours from now at 8:32 pm. To 
compare things in your mind, almost 16 hours of sunshine on the summer 
solstice - summer solstice on June 22nd, so big difference, we have almost 
half the sunshine, but there’s another way of looking at this. Now we’ve had 
the least sunshine. It’ll begin to increase all the way into summertime. But it 
takes awhile for the atmosphere to catch up with that. Now a cold front to our 
north, and I do emphasize the word little. That’s gonna duck on into the region 
tonight, and then dip on out the end of the week. This is just going to be a 
reprieve from the really mild conditions. It’s not going to change our overall 
forecast very much at all. 


The reason why this front could even come in is that stubborn old storm 
system, which is cut off from the jet stream flow, just wobbling around, just 
like a gyroscope from when you were a kid.

West coast, unless you’re going to the top of a mountain, you also won’t have 
any concerns. So here’s your forecast for the overnight hours. Patchy dense 
fog, and 1 do mean dense, breezy and almost warm. There’s some part of me 
which was raised in a different area of the country that can’t say 27 is warm, 
but the rest of you folks, you can just go ahead and say it. On Thursday 
morning, cloudiness, that will give way to some sunshine by afternoon. 
Temperatures threatening records, (David), this is just nuts. More early fog 
Friday, break spots by afternoon, and as we go into the holiday weekend, 
Christmas Day, 40 degrees, mostly cloudy skies, perhaps some changes in the 
wind though for Monday, and I believe our longer range computer models are 
indicating that we get back to normal sometime next week.

Express. In Phoenix and Columbus, Mesa is America West Express. But in 
Albuquerque, Mesa is still Mesa, a small airline that grew explosively, 
purchasing six other commuter airlines in five years, and now flying in 31 
states. 

Mesa has maintained profitability throughout each of its expansion periods, a 
rare feat in the volatile airline industry. 


Mesa carries 17,000 people every day. As Mesa says in this promotional 
videotape, profits are good, nearly $28 million in 1994. Dateline has spent six 
months speaking to dozens of current and former Mesa pilots and managers, 
sifting through thousands of pages of government documents. We discovered 
an airline the FAA says has put passengers on planes unfit to fly, an airline 
cited for lax maintenance on many occasions, whose employees say safety is 
often compromised for profits. A few Mesa pilots agreed to talk to us on 
camera, but because blowing the whistle could mean ending their careers, they 
requested anonymity. Is Mesa as concerned about passenger safety as it ought 
to be?

There was a pilot, a Florida Gulf pilot, a Mesa subsidiary, who we spoke with, 
who claims that he personally witnessed, uh, documents being falsified. 

(David), that’s - that’s not true within the organization. 

But Federal Aviation Administration documents reveal a dramatic example of 
falsified records. In 1992, a Mesa carrier installed unapproved ball bearings in 
many of its planes, bearings costing as little as $13.00, instead of the approved 
$125 bearings. And the FAA found Mesa falsified the repair records, 
repeatedly, for nine months. The cover up unraveled when a bearing failed in 
flight, the engine shut down, and the plane had to make an emergency landing. 

How do you explain that happening? 

(David), we - we did have a circumstance that we had an employee that, uh, 
failed to comply with company regulations... 


...as well as FAA regulations. At the time that we found out about it, we fired 
that employee. 

The FAA found it was three employees, including a top manager, who 
bragged the government was too stupid to find out. Mesa eventually fired all 
three men, and paid a $50,000 fine. But was this an isolated case? To answer 
that question, dateline analyzed government databases, and poured over 
thousands of pages of government documents. This FAA database, for an 
example, shows Mesa experienced more than 90 in-flight mechanical 
problems over a recent two-year period, problems the FAA says are frequently 
related to accidents. Thirteen times engines failed in flights, second only to the 
much larger commuter airline, American Eagle. 

I’ve had mechanics tell me stuff that’s absolutely wrong, but they’re under the 
pressure to keep the airplane moving too, and, uh, boom, the engine quits, 
surprise. 

And last year, when the FAA... 


...examined potential safety problems of 38 commuters, they found two Mesa 
carriers were among the five worst. 
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I can’t, uh, confirm that comment. Uh, and I’m not ready at this - at this time 
to accept that. Uh, I have to say that’s the first time I’ve ever heard a 
comment, uh, relative to that. 

But FAA documents show West Air, Mesa’s United Express operation out of 
San Francisco, had numerous citations, including poor maintenance 
procedures, and severe engine oil leaks. And Mesa Airlines, the flagship 
carrier based in New Mexico, was cited for among other things, oil leaks and 
problems with de-icing systems. 

If somebody crashed, they wouldn’t want to get - but as long as everything 
keeps going status quo, that’s fine. Until we have a crash, nothing will change. 

And this year the FAA turned up more problems. Spot inspections of 25 
planes from the Mesa system found seven with safety problems, some 
potentially serious, like leaking... 


...fuel and leaking oil. In one instance, a dented landing gear door, and loose 
de-icing equipment on a plane that had just been cleared to fly by Mesa. 

The FAA inspects a plane that has just been certified as safe and top-notch by 
Mesa Airlines, and they find safety problems with it, and this is March of‘94. 

(David), we work very closely with the FAA. We encourage their surveillance 
of the airline. It enhances the safety of the airline. The more people that can 
look at the product, the more likely the product is to be safe. 

After our interview, Mesa sent us these letters taking issue with the FAA 
findings, claiming two of the planes were still in maintenance, and that the 
problems did not compromise air worthiness. 

There’s never been an intent from the management of Mesa Airlines to 
operating any aircraft that’s not totally safe for carrying the... 


...passengers that we derive our business from. 

But at some point, isn’t the airline itself responsible for the actions in so many 
different cases? 

Mesa Airlines accepts full responsibility for the safety of its aircraft, for the 
safety for its employees, and for the safety of the passengers that we carry. 
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When you have an airline pushing on the mechanic, pushing on the pilot, 
pushing the system, um, you know, you’re getting close to the point where 
something’s gonna break, and unfortunately when something breaks at 20,000 
feet in the air, you may end up with a lot of dead people. 

Congressman Peter DeFazio is on the House Aviation Subcommittee, which 
oversees commuter airline safety. 

The report the FAA has come up with about, uh, insufficiency of maintenance 
at Mesa, uh, is certainly a concern to me. And I think they’d be a concern to 
anybody who read those reports. 

In fact, those reports prompted the FAA to consider fining Mesa... 


...$315,000. The agency would not comment on the pending fines against 
Mesa, but critics say the FAA is not tough enough about enforcing such fines 
against the commuter industry. And when Dateline analyzed this FAA 
database, we discover that over the past five years, the FAA reduced fines 
against all commuters by 88%. 

Our research shows that for every $100 that the FAA fines a commuter airline, 
they actually collect $12. That doesn’t seem to have much teeth. 

I think the FAA does have teeth. We do surveillance. If we find something 
that, uh, that shows us that there isn’t full compliance with the regulations and 
company procedures, we take action, and I really can't comment on - in terms 
of the fines that are suggested and what the final settlement is. 

They should just say, “You violated the rules, you flew planes that weren’t 
safe, and here’s some hefty fines... 


...and you’re gonna pay them.” 

And instead today, what’s happened? 

Today it’s, you know, “You violated the rules. You were bad. Uh, but we’re 
just gonna give you this little fine, and don’t do it again, please.” 

I would insure our passengers that are traveling on our airplane, that we are 
dedicated to insuring, as we have always insured, that they’re gonna be flying 
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the safest possible airline that we can make. 

What Mesa would say is the proof is in the pudding. We don’t have fatal 
passenger crashes. And if it’s as bad as you say, we would. 

Mesa hasn’t been around that long. 

You’re saying they’ve been lucky? 

I’m saying that continued on this rate - at - at this, you know, the way of 
operation that it will happen. It’s not a matter of if, it’s a matter of when. 

And just last month, another incident. A Mesa pilot in Omaha, Nebraska, was 
forced to abort takeoff on the runway when a propeller abruptly stopped 
turning.

Her own mother was 
trying to find another mother. Sometimes any mother’s arms would do. Look 
straight ahead. It was the last thing she could do for her kids, find them a 
home.
